Of Hollywood, a lethal fire in the depths of Califoi 
nla blazed, burning day and night unrelentingly^ 
It started in the Sequoia National Forest. Monday, 
luly 22. 2003. scattering over thousands of miles. 

Tile majority of the general public had to 
evacuate their homes and leave their personal 
possessions behind. The inferno caused several 
deaths to the Californians and demolished about 
twenty homes and trailers in the Orange County 
area.

The file fighters commitment to the forest fire 
was so courageous that they slept in tents, putting 
themselves In danger in order to help save the 
1 residents and communities of California. The 
11 officers we&gupplicd with helicopters that were 
so massive $at they could hold more water than 
an actual airplane The forest was layered with 
different types of foams and retardants in hopes to 
try to help them from the immense blaze: although

This fire is one of the most devastating fires in 
recent decades, it hit four Western states including 
Nevada and Arizona and was fifteen percent 
contained in those areas.

It 
briefly dosed, reopening later as an elementary building. In

Dies at 73 

Lieutenant Kernan Takes Office 

HODGES - Indiana Governor Frank O'Bannons cam¬ 
paigning was brought to an abrupt halt September 8.2003, 
due to a massive stroke that in a few short days ended not 
only his career, but also his life. 

O'Bannon, 73, was admitted to a Chicago hospital where 
he immediately underwent surgery in hopes of saving his 
life. Unfortunately, over the next five days. O Bannon s 
condition remained critical and only worsened as doctors 
began to notice signs of swelling in the Governor s brain. 
Devastatingiy. the Governor passed away on the evening of 
Saturday. September 13, 2003. 

A traditional funeral service for O'Bannon took place 
on the September 19*, and another service took place the 
following day in Cotydon, Indiana, the late Governor's 
hometown, also the original state capital of Indiana. 

Prior to the services, a memorial book for O'Bannon was 
placed in the Statehouse. where the public was invited to 
sign and express their condolences for the Governor and his 
loved ones.

Lieutenant Governor, Joseph Kernan, was officially sworn 
into office.

She was 
always there for me and stuck up foi 
anyone who needed help, 
younger cousin Justin Rhein. Adding 
somberly, “I know, even though she's not 
here with me anymore, she will still be looking 
after me., .like she always did.” 

The funeral ceremony was held at Engel Funeral 
Home, which was packed with people both young 
and old, coming to pay their last respects. By 
looking at the long line extending from the funeral 
home, it was indeed clear that Rhein was loved by 
many. It was obvious from the many reactions and 
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responses after the Rhein’s death that many lives will be forever 
changed in light of the tragedy. 

"The whole place was full of people, all crying, all comforting, 
all being there for one another. I had no idea that so many people 
even knew Tori, let alone cared for her that much. It was comforting 
to see so many people who also loved her. It was really sad 
to see all those young kids crying,” said Rhein's mother, 
Valerie Rhein. 

Throughout the funeral home were tons 
upon tons of flowers, sent by friends and loved 
Mies from everyplace. Around the casket were 
pictures of Rhein and her family, set up as a 
reminder of the many good times before this 
tragic one. Also surrounding the funeral home 
were letters from friends and close family 
members, expressing their wishes and last 
good-byes before she was put to rest. 

“It was hard to decide what I wanted to say to 
Tori. It would be the last thing I would ever be 
tell her. There were so many emotions 
running through me I didn’t even know where to 
i as I started writing to her it all began 
hard,” said Rhein's older cousin Erik 

Rhein. 

Evidence of all of the hurting people, Rhein's closest friend 
even made a website for her entitled “RIP Tori.” This website, 
from the day of the heartbreaking experience to only October 31. 
2003, had an overwhelming number of visitors, ranging from 
Rhein's hometown all the way to Canada. At this website visitors
